The Reafon is plan, .That they

beim, a Battle, take it in all its Confequen- 
ces, which no Prince in the World but him, 
could have born to lofe; whether you Con- 
tider the Number of Men lof, or their Cha- 
rattler, asthe Flower of his Troops, and e- 
Specially of Horfe, 

Ihave heard it Computed, That from the 
fic { March of Monfieur Ta¥ard from Straj- 
burgh, to the taking of Landau, the French 
inchiding the Bavarians that were a'ter Broke 
and )Disbanded, or fubsnitted to the Empe- 
ror, .ittually loft 80000 Men.

If any fingle aim in all this, was not

fpeét rational, I am forward to fay fome- — 
thing on this Head, to bring us to judge — 
rightly of our own Affairs, and not to think — 


all the War over tuo foon. — 
I confels, the Gentlemen who pufh on our 
Diforders at Hume, and who are Driving at 


Partiesand Oppreffions here, feem tometo — 
aét as if there was really no fuch thing as a_— 


War Abroad. 

And this makes their proceeding the more 
Myfterious, tince we all know, they are not 
the moft Vigorous of all the Race of Englilh 
Men, to have the French Beaten. 

To fall out at Home, fall upon any Party 
at Home, at leaft that have any Strength or 
Intereft, f as to make it a Divifion, fhould 
fignifie that we have no Enemies Abroad, or 
none that we Value ; thac the French are 
Beaten, and that we have nothing to fear 
from them, or elfe, that we are all befide our 
felves, ; 

I with the firft of thefe was true, we fhould 
then have fo much the Jcfs to fear from our 
Enemies at Home 3 the Strife would not be 
fo fatal, the Experiment not fo Dangerous, 
and the Charaéter of the Men, would not fo 
much link in the Eyes of thofe that with welt 
to the Profperity of this Nation. 

But to fall out when we are Embark’d ia 
a Terrible War, when Engag’d with fuch 
Contederates, as if we Difcourage them by 
our Conduét; and they finding us not to be 
Depended upon, fhould abandon us, we muft 
be Devouredand Undone; this is one of the 
greateft Incontiftencies, and Unaccountable 
Pieccs of Folly, that ever any Nation was 
Guilty of. 

Imay, perhaps, take fome Liberty to En- 
force this Argument, and be a little large 
upon it hereafter 5 1 am, not of the Opi- 
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andoning the Confederacy ; but this 1 
muft fay, The Confederacy is like a Chain 
of Links, whofe whole Strength contifts in 
their hanging to oneanother, and in pulling 
every one their fhare of the Draught ; if one 
Link falls off, a great many more go off with 
‘it, and the Chain is fhorten’d immediately.

The Condu& cannot be {mall,that brought 
over the Duke of Savoy from the Confede-

__ keep him Tight and Hearty in their Interett 
now, tho’ tothe Ruine of his whole Domini- 
ons, and Difpoffeffing him of Jsaly.

the End of which muft be our Confede- 
rates muft Abandon us, and fhift for them- 
felves 5 and the End of that will be, that we 
fhall be Undone, fo that in our Peace, con- 
fifts our Safety.
